Secretary Fall shows signs of mak­ 
ing a better, or at least a more inter­ 
ests g¿ secretary of the interior than 
he made a senator. 
In the latter ca­ 
pacity, he appeared principally in the 
role of an irritant in American-Mexi- 
can relations, constantly 
threatening 
to bring about 
intervention. 
In his 
present capacity he seems not to be 
thinking about Mexico but about other 
subjects more interesting and perhaps 
more profitable. 
For instance he has 
just submitted to President Harding 
“as a contribution of the department 
of the interior to the common welfare” 
a plan for the 
electrification of the 
North Atlantic coast region. 
This plan is in the form of an anal­ 
ysis made by the Geological Survey of 
a comprehensive system for generat­ 
ing and distributing electricity to 
transportation lines and industries in 
the region 
between Washington and 
Boston. 
Electrification of the Wash- 
ington-Boston area, according to this 
analysis, would save 50,000,000 tons 
of coal 
annually 
by 
1930 or $190,- 
000,000 in fuel 
expenditures, 
while 
electrification of the railroads would 
save 11 to 19 per cent on their invest­ 
ment. 
Nine 
hundred 
and 
seventy 
miles of 200,000 volt lines would be 
required and five times that mileage 
in 110,000 volt lines. 
This tranmis- 
sion network and its substantiations 
would require $104,000,000 by 1930, 
in which year the 
total 
investment 
would be $1,109,564,000. 
It is obvious that this scheme of Mr. 
Fairs which for the present will prob­ 
ably bear his name, though we do not 
know that it was his conception, is a 
gigantic 
one, 
and 
that it is not a 
scheme likely to be undertaken at the 
present time or in the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
Nevertheless, there can be lit­ 
tle doubt that this is the sort of thing 
that we are coming to in this country. 
At present it may be called visionary, 
and it is an interesting fact that not 
many months ago Lenine proposed the 
same plan for Russia. 
His beautiful 
electrification of that 
vast 
country 
seems to have gone the way of most 
of his other visions. 
But what is vis­ 
ionary for Russia may not be visionary 
for us, and sooner or later if popula­ 
tion continues 
to increase and con­ 
sumption of natural resources contin­ 
ues at even the present rate, vast un­ 
dertakings like that outlined by the 
geological survey will be seen not as 
visions but as practical necessities. 
A time will come, and it may not be 
so far off as some suppose, when we 
shall be discussing this proposal and 
others as tremendous, in the practical, 
businesslike way of men who are not 
simply amusing their minds but are 
preparing to get to work on the prop­ 
osition.

Hun­ 
dreds of the machines, it is said, filled 
with high explosives, can be set to fly 
straight towards a fleet and then be 
made to circle about over or among 
the battleships, or, on the other hand, 
a flock of these torpedoes, loaded with 
incendiary explosives 
or 
poison gas 
could be sent by a fleet against enemy 
cities from a distance of 200 miles or 
more. 
Obviously, if all 
these 
things are 
true, this aerial torpedo is in truth the 
most deadly engine of war ever in­ 
vented, and there is good reason for 
the statement that it is expected to 
have an important effect upon the de­ 
liberations of the Washington Confer­ 
ence. 
But it sometimes happens that 
the first accounts of these new super­ 
engines of destruction are exaggerat­ 
ed, and that may be true this time. If 
it is really all that it is said ot be, we 
shall hear a great deal about it, for if 
it was being kept secret, the secret 
now seems to be out.

The Philadelphia Committee on Un­ 
employment, headed by the mayor of 
the city, who is a republican, has ad­ 
opted resolutions dealing with the un­ 
employment problem and has sent a 
copy of them to the president. 
The 
Philadelphia Record quotes this ex­ 
cerpt from the document referring to 
the causes of the depression and the 
resultant unemployment: 
“These fundamental economic caus­ 
es are rooted 
in the 
failure of con­ 
gress, up to this time, to enact any of 
the principal pledges made by the re­ 
publican party in the 
national cam­ 
paign of 1920; and the vacillating un­ 
certainty and 
seeming 
lack of any 
definite policy by congress has impos­ 
ed and is now imposing, intolerable 
and unnecessary hardships and losses 
upon the entire country, which cannot 
but regard with amazed chagrin the 
failure of the legislative body to ac­ 
complish a single one of the objects 
for which it was called into special ses­ 
sion six months ago; and it is our abso­ 
lute conviction that there can be no 
real or lasting remedy of this very 
grave situation, 
except 
by definite 
legislative provisions to meet existing 
and clearly apparent economic re­ 
quirements; 
and there is ample evi­ 
dence that in direct contravention of 
our representative 
form 
of govern­ 
ment, and its party system, organized 
minorities in congress are, merely to 
promote selfish class purposes, defy­ 
ing the national will and jeopardizing 
the welfare of the entire country by 
impeding vitality 
necessary legisla­ 
tion.” 
It would be pretty hard for a demo­ 
cratic partisan to frame a stronger in­ 
dictment of the 
republican 
record 
than that.
